PLAN TO UTILIZE TIDE LANDS! 

BETWEEN SAN FRANCISCO AND 

REDWOOD CITY GROWS WITH 

DEVELOPMENT ORGANIZATION. 

The huge development scheme by 
which all the tide land between j 
Hunter's Point and Redwood City is 
to be reclaimed and made home sites; 
for hosts of new residents on the! 
peninsula and form part of the great* 
“City of Three Million” which op-j 
timists see here in the future, re-; 
reived new impetus at San Francisco 
Saturday. Representatives of San 
Mateo county met the members of the 
board of supervisors of San Francisco 
at the city hall in that city and went 
over the matter thoroughly. The up¬ 
shot of the meeting was the organiza¬ 
tion of the Peninsula Development 
Association. 

The next meeting of the association 
will be held in Redwood City, where 
the supervisors of San Francisco and 
the San Mateo county committee will 
be the guests of the Redwood Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce. The invitation was 
extended on behalf of the Redwood 
Chamber by Frank Towne, president, 
and was accepted. 

The different committeemen report¬ 
ed that there was great interest being 
manifested in the development plan 
In San Francisco and In San Mateo 
county. On account of the untimely 
death of Supervisor Wolfe, the Down¬ 
town Association was unable to pass 
a resolution endosing the develop¬ 
ment plan, but it was reported to the 
committee that such a resolution 
would be passed and that the Down¬ 
town Assocation was heartily in favor 
of the reclamation of lands and con¬ 
struction of prts on the San Francisco 
peninsula. 

Those who are supporting the! 
project see tremendous harbor de¬ 
velopment along the bay shore In San 
Mateo county in the future, with con¬ 
tinuous docking facilities from San 
Francisco to Redwood City. At the 
same time San Francisco interests 
declare the prject has no connection 
with annexation of this county to San 
Francisco. 

At Saturday's meeting Supervisor 
Rossi declared the project one of the 
most stupendous development schemes 
ever broached In California, but one 
which is perfectly practical.

PENINSULA UNIT IN 

OPPOSING DRAWBRIDGE 

When the hearing before the Rall- 
Road Commission in San Francisco to 
force the Southern Pacific Company 
to establish a drawbridge at Seventh 
and Channe streets In that city was 
opened Monday, a large delegation of 
citizens of the peninsula appeared be¬ 
fore the commission to protest aguinst 
the Installation of the bridge. Red¬ 
wood was represented by City Attor-' 
ney Albert Mansfield, who strongly 
objected to the drawbridge. City At¬ 
torney Charles N. Kirkbride of San 
Mateo appeared for that city and en¬ 
tered violent protest against the 
bridge, and City Attorney John F. 
I)avi B of Burlingame spoke before the 
commission against the aim to “cut 
the throat of the peninsula.” A vigor¬ 
ous protest was also made by City At¬ 
torney Norman Malcolm of Palo Alto, 
who stated that the university town 
wanted no moat between itself and 
the Golden Gate City. The San Carlos 
Chamber of Commerce wrote a letter 
saying, "Please don't put a draw¬ 
bridge in." Phil R. Thompson of the 
Peninsula Chambers of Commerce and 
Civic Associations entered a vigorous 
protest to the installation of a draw¬ 
bridge. The San Mateo county board 
of supervisors sent a letter asking not 
to grant the petition. 

Following argument, the Railroad 
Commission continued the hearing 
until next Monday.

“Failure to receive a form does not, j 
however, relieve one of the obligation 
to file a rturn and pay his tax within 
the - time prescribed." The collector 
said. If you do not receive a form 
call at the office of the collector in 
the custom house, or at any of the 
branch offices and the same will be 
furnished you.

The Public Service Commission of 
Nevada has recently issued an order 
requiring the drivers of auto stages 
and trucks engaged In the transporta¬ 
tion of passengers, explosives and in¬ 
flammable liquids, to stop before 
crossing the tracks of any steam or 
electric interurban railroad and look 
in each direction for approaching 
trains. 

The order, which does not apply to 
the crossing of tracks of electric and 
other street railroads within municl-. 
palities, is similar to the one recently, 
issued by the California commission.;

NOVEL EXPERIENCE OF BEING IN 

SNOWSTORM FELT HERE FOR 

FIRST TIME IN MANY YEARS; 

HILLS SHROUDED IN WHITE. 

Lost In the snow and in danger of 
freezing to death, and tlila In Cali¬ 
fornia! This was the experience of 
three San Bruno persons Tuesday 
night. Their names are Gus Reyan, 
aged 71 years, and his two grand¬ 
children, Victoria Reyan, aged 11, and 
Jimmie Baker, aged 8. The three 
started into the hills west of San 
Bruno Tuesday afternoon to go up to 
the snow that whitened the hill tops, 
and became lost In the canyons when 
they started home in the evening. 

When m'dnight came and they had 
not returned, relatives became wor¬ 
ried, and a search party headed by 
City Marshal Arthur Meehan started 
out to hunt for them. They were 
found at an early hour Wednesday 
morning in a wooded gully, huddled 
together to keep warm, having be¬ 
come exhausted in their search in the 
darkness for a way out of the hills. 

This Is probably the first ease on 
record of a like happening In this 
vicinity. In fact, this is the first time 
In many years it could have happened, 
as not since 1904, old-timers say, 
have the hills along the peninsula 
been covered with a blanket of white 
like that which foil upon them Sun¬ 
day and Monday. 

And not only were the hilltops 
visited by the snowstorm . For half 
an hour Sunday noon light flurries of 
snow fell on the lowland all along the 
peninsula. Many of the younger gen¬ 
eration had never seen snow so near 
home before. The scurrying flakes did 
not remain on the ground on the 
lower lvels., but melted as fast as 
they fell. The tops of the higher hills 
on the Crocker estate and those west 
of San Bruno were shrouded in a white 
that remained from Sunday morning 
till Thursday noon and even longer 
in spots. It was a novel spectacle, 
and many persons from the different 
towns went Into the hills and en¬ 
joyed tlie real winter sport of snow¬ 
balling.

ICE BY ELECTRIC PROCESS 


NO LIVING THING ON ISLAND 


While Teaching "Visible Speech" it Is 
Said Alexander Graham Bell 1 
Made Great Discovery. 


Method, Long Tried Out in Hotels, 
Restaurants, and Ships, Soon ' 
to Be Universal. 


Condition of Affairs Would Seem to 
Prove That Mother Nature 
Can Make Errors. 


Now that Iceless refrigeration has 
been simplified to the point where it 
is suitable,, .for the home, it is safe 
to predict that it will not he long be¬ 
fore it will he within the reach of 
even (hose of very modest pocket 
books, and all need of bothering with 
the iceman, with his pick and tongs, 
will be gone. 

The ice used on our tallies has long 
been the product of electric refrigera¬ 
tion, although the mechanism was not 
located in our own homes, says the 
Philadelphia North American. Hotels, 
restaurants and passenger boats have 
used the electric process because it is 
efficient, sanitary and convenient. 

Electricity does not immediately and 
directly produce the freezing temper¬ 
ature, hut merely provides the motive 
power to condense certain chemicals 
which are the actual refrigerants. In 
the process of condensation these 
chemicals vaporize or “boil” and ab¬ 
sorb the heat from the surrounding 
air. The machinery by which con¬ 
densation and vaporization is pro¬ 
duced was formerly large and ex¬ 
pensive, and it lias taken continu¬ 
ous experimentation to reduce it to a 
point where it is practical for house¬ 
hold use. 

The process has been similar to the 
transition of locomotive power from 
the large and clumsy railroad steam 
engine to the smaller automobiles, with 
their comparatively simple mechanism. 
The complex machinery had to be re¬ 
fined to a point where it could he 
produced cheaply and operate on a 
small scale. Electric refrigeration has 
now almost reached the jitney class. 
It will soon be considered essential 
In all our kitchens. 


A freak of nature, proving of more 
than ordinary interest, Is a goodp 
sized island in Puget sound, which is 
apparently dying from old age. It was 
observed last summer that every fir 
ajid cedar tree on the island was dead. 
About the water’s edge vegetation ap¬ 
peared withered and a thin vapor hung 
over the island during the day. Never 
inhabited, and about 100 acres in ex¬ 
tent, the island has for years been 
noted for its growth of wonderful 
trees. 

Firs three feet in diameter grew 
so thickly as to make travel through 
them almost impossible. Both cedar 
and alder flourished. The owner¬ 
ship of the tract has been In litiga¬ 
tion for years and the timber could 
not be logged. 

Now there is not a living thing 
on the island. Not a crow rests 
on the dead tops, and ns boats pass, 
an occasional crash tells of the fall¬ 
ing of a great tree. 

Scientists who have visited the Is¬ 
land in the Inst few months believe 
the land 1ms soured. The growth of 
trees and vegetation has been s<> 
rapid and dense as to exhaust U.. 
humus In the soil. Another theory 
is that the soil rests on a rock base 
and the rootlets of the plants have 
come Into contact with the brine of 
Puget sound to such an extent that 
the salt has burned out the plant 
life.

A class of French society that gained 
large financial benefits from the war 
is tlie farmers. They tiave become of 
late a great force in French politics, 
thus far only defensively, in avoiding 
taxation, but later they will surely 
grow more aggressive. 

In the old days many, if not most, of 
them used to rent the land they tilled, 
but now the tenant furtner has ceased 
to exist—they have all recently bought 
their farms. There were 2,000,000 
American soldiers ill France, and it Is 
estimated that, on an average, they 
spent a dollar a day apiece out of their 
own pockets; this makes $2,000,000 
a day, and most of it went to the 
French farmers, to say nothing of the 
millions spent by our government to 
supply rations to these very soldiers. 

The difference between the city profi¬ 
teers and the farmers Is that the for¬ 
mer are few, while the latter represent 
u very large vote, which lias the same 
results that it would have in any 
other republic, viz., those repressing 
tlie large vote are not taxed! 

The needs of the French budget will 
doubtless bring about a correction of 
tills state of affairs, when the farmer 
vote will have to pass from the de¬ 
fensive to the aggressive.—C. H. Sher¬ 
rill In the Outlook. 


PLANT INDOOR WINDOW BOX 


Hie original name of the combina¬ 
tion of toasted cheese and good brown 
aie was, It is an historical fact, 
“Welsh Rabldt.” It was a slang term, 
at that. It was one of a large class 
of similar terms describing in a hu¬ 
morous manner the special dish, prod¬ 
uct or peculiarity of a particular dis¬ 
trict. Thus, In England, a “German 
Duck” was the slang name for a 
sheep's head stewed In onions. “I.els- 
tershlre Plover” was tlie name given 
to a bag pudding, and “Dlgbj Chicken” 
was the slang term for herring. 

Similar examples of metaphorical 
names for fuvorite dishes are found 
In every country. And long before the 
word “rarebit” was ever heard of, tlie 
familiar dish of “cheese and ale” was 
known us a “Welsh Rabbit.” 

It was only when some solemn ety¬ 
mologist came along, und gravely 
noting the fact that there wus nothing 
in the dish to even remotely sug¬ 
gest a connection with a rabbit, sug¬ 
gested thut tlie word was undoubted¬ 
ly a corruption of “rarebit,” which 
would make some sense at least. So 
“rureblt” It became among the pur¬ 
ists. And the early dictionaries 
adopted it, though the modern ones 
acknowledge that (“rabbit” has the 
right of way.

To the real garden lover the charm of 
the garden can he extended all through 
the winter months, for a window gar¬ 
den gives cheer to a room and is al¬ 
ways a source of Interest and delight. 

Window boxes can be kept charming 
for the entire year by filling them with 
hardy begonias and ferns, suggests tlie 
Christian Science Monitor. Another in¬ 
teresting arrangement, all in green, is 
of small palms and ferns of tlie long¬ 
leaved Boston type, and asparagus 
sprengeri to trail over tlie edge. Prim¬ 
rose, the Chinese or common variety, 
and Irish ivies make a window box 
with a delightful color note. For late 
autumn, if the room is kept cool, some 
of the darling little clirysunthemums 
in brown and yellow are effective and 
they will last several weeks. For the 
late winter or early spring flowering 
bulbs may be used among ferns. 

In planting a winter garden one 
must always remember that plants do 
not thrive near steam heat, and if the 
radiator is under the window a broad 
shelf should be placed six inches or 
more above it and the box set back on 
the shelf, so that file force of hot air 
does not come too near tlie foliage. 

The small expense and the little ef¬ 
fort required for a beautiful indoor 
window box makes It possible for 
every home-loving woman to have one.

HOW CODY GOT NICKNAME OF 
"BUFFALO BILL”

Mabel Lockhart, a former resident 
of Lomita Park, is rnakihg rapid prog¬ 
ress with her piano and violin lessons 
and Is now leader of the orchestra of 
the Cogswell high school. 


When the Kansas Pacific railroad 
was being built through Kansas In 
1807-68 It was necessury to provide 
food for au army of more thun 1,500 
track-layers. A source of supply wus 
near at hand—vast herds of buffalo— 
and men were hired to do nothing else 
but kill these animals for food. Cue 
of the best-known of tlie hunters wus 
William Frederick Cody, a young fron¬ 
tiersman who had been u pony express 
rider and guide for General Custer. 

The work was dangerous, for the In¬ 
dians did all they could lo slop prog¬ 
ress on the railroad. They especially 
hated these hunters who killed more 
buffalo In one day Ilian they destroyed 
In a week, and <’;kIj took Ids life In 
his hands every time lie vtem out. He 
soon became such an expert hunter 
thut the rail roc, I men gave him the 
nickname of ’T dTulo Bill.” 

During Cody's career ns u buffalo 
hunter, a period of 18 months, lie 
killed a totnl of 4,280 bison. His 
greatest exploit was ills victory over 
Billy Comstock, a scout und rival 
hunter. Tlie match was arranged liy 
officers of Fort Wallace to decide 
which of the two men was the great¬ 
est slayer of bison. They were to 
hunt one day of eight hours, and the 
man who killed the grcutest number 
of the animals was to lie declared the 
champion buffalo hunter. 

A herd was found and separated 
Into two bunches. Cody Immediately 
begun riding at the tieud of Ills hunch, 
shooting th leaders und crowding tlie 
followers IV toward the center of an 
ever-narrow lag circle. In u short time 
lie bud killed MS, all of whom lay dead 
over a smnli area. Comstock had be¬ 
gun shooting at the rear of his herd 
and, although he killed 28, they were 
scattered over a distance of three 
miles. Two more herds were found, 
and when tlie final count was made, 
Cody had 00 and Comstock 40. 

Later Cody became a famous scout 
and guide. He served with General 
Custer in Kansas and Generul Carr in 
Colorado. Cody was known us “Pa- 
Imska—Long Hair" by the 8loux, who

Japanese Glycerin Production. 

Until the outbreak of tlie war all the 
glvcerln used in Japan was imported 
from the United; Suites and European 
countries, notes Finance and Com¬ 
merce (Shanghai), but tlie enormous 
demand resulting from the war led to 
the establishment of a factory under 
the protection of the Japanese govern¬ 
ment, which has reduced somewhat the 
volume of Imports of glycerin. Orig¬ 
inally the manufacturers of glycerin in 
Japan used only fish oil, hut are now 
adding to the supply by using tallow, 
vegetable wax and coconut and bean 
oils. China’s imports of glycerin dur¬ 
ing 1920 showed a fair Increase. Out 
of a total valued at about 107,0(X) lialk- 
wan taels, the United Kingdom sup¬ 
plied over 00.000 taels’ worth; Japan, 
25,000 taels; the United States, 11,000 
taels; the Netherlands, 3,000 taels, and 
Switzerland, 2,500 taels, while Ger¬ 
many also sent some smull supplies. 
Shanghai is the largest absorbing cen¬ 
ter, taking about 03 per cent of the to¬ 
tal Importations of glycerin into China, 
(Tlie average value of the haikwan 
tael for 1920 was $1.24 gold.) 


Black Walnut Valuable. 

"Of all the forest trees found in the 
original forests of America,” says 
American Forestry, "the black walnut 
probably suffered most at tlie hands 
of the early settlers. This is due to 
the well-known fact that il stood upon 
the best land in tlie fertile valleys 
and bordering foothills. These areas 
were selected by the pioneer farmers 
for their clearings and farms. A large 
number of the choicest black \valnut 
trees were felled and burned simply 
to get rid of them. Many more were 
split into fence rails or put to other 
similar ordinary uses liefore the real 
merits of tlie wood became known. 

“Now tlie wood of black walnut 
brings a high price, it is no longer 
dustroyed and wasted, but every avail¬ 
able piece is collected and manufac¬ 
tured into some useful article. It is 
not used any mare for rough lumber, 
as it was in the early days, but all 
of it goes to factories, where it is con¬ 
verted into finished articles.”

Restoration Worth While. 

Why build new cottages? Why not 
repair old ones? These were the ques¬ 
tions asked by the Society for tlie Pro¬ 
tection of Ancient Buildings, in Eng¬ 
land, and unswered successfully. The 
society took u veritable relic of old 
England, five centuries old if a single 
day, iu the shape of two dwellings un¬ 
der one roof at Drinkstone, in Suffolk. 
The thick timbers, seasoned to tlie 
quality of iron, were good, but the 
roof, the floor and tlie windows were 
defective. In fact the building was 
hah ble only on a portion of tlie 
ground floor. Nothing daunted, the so¬ 
ciety set to work and, by judicious 
restoration, made the old dwellings as 
sound as a bell. The totul cost of tlie 
work, including the freehold site, was 
$3,612. A new cottage would have cost 
at least $4,750, not including tlie site. 
Is it any wonder that tlie society is 
casting round for other old huunts to 
conquer?—Christian Science Monitor.

Government Geologic Survey Points 
Out Enormous Possibilities for 
Impounding Stores of Water. 


A comparison of records of the flow 
of the Ohio river with those of the 
upper Mississippi and Missouri shows 
that although Its drainage area is but 
one-third that of the combined Missis¬ 
sippi and Missouri its average and 
low-water flow is 1.3 times as great as 
'heir combined flow, and its maximum 
r. iw Is 1.5 times as great. This fact 
is accounted for by the greater rain- 
f.. ' in the Ohio hnsln nnd by the gen- 
ei, ha rue ter of the region. 

In the Ohio basin there are appar¬ 
ently many opportunities for storage, 
especially on the southern tributaries. 
On topographic maps of the geological 
survey that cover part of the drain¬ 
age area of the Ohio a large number 
of reservoir sites have been located, 
somp of them of enormous capacity, 
and it is believed that enreful surveys 
would show many sites suitable for 
dams that would Impound large quan¬ 
tities of water in reservoirs. 

The volume of water flowing in the 
Ohio may perhaps be better appre¬ 
ciated by noting that a discharge of 
300,000 cubic feet per second would 
in one day cover 595,000 acres to a 
depth of one foot.

PEARL FISHING IN SCOTLAND 


Low Water During tho Season Juot 
Ended Brought About Many 
Successful “Catcher” 


T HE pretty vogue for artificial 
flowers, as decorations for the 
home, seems to have come to 
stay. The shops are showing them in 
tnmy varieties and often remarkubly 
true to life, made by those who have 
become expert In manufacturing mil¬ 
linery flowers. These same blossoms, 
varo’-.ned and stiffened with clear 
shellac, have the appearance of con¬ 
ventional "china” flowers, and they 
are Immensely admired. But neither 
of these varieties exceeds in beauty 
those'made at home of crepe paper— 
especially the well-loved garden flow¬ 
ers—as roses, poppies, hollyhocks, 
cosmos, chrysanthemums, that turn 
out most successfully in crepe paper. 
They are used just as natural flowers 
are, In vases or baskets. Sometimes 
these receptacles are made at home 
also, of paper rope. Two sprays of hol¬ 
lyhocks and a cluster of cosmos blos- 
eoms have been selected for Illustra¬ 
tion because they are startlingly life¬ 
like. 

It Is an old established custom to 
use baskets of plHtes of artificial 
fruits as h finishing touch to the fur¬ 
nishings of the dining or living room, 
and marvelous reproductions of them 
are offered in the stores. They are 
usually somewhat expensive imports. 
A few of these fruits can be made 
at home also, of such everyday, com¬ 
monplace materials as cotton and seal¬ 
ing wax. 

These fruits have cotton balls as 
foundation attached to short pieces of

The pearl-flshing season, which has 
now drawn to a close, has for many of 
the Scotch fishers been an extremely 
successful one, says Violet Itaebum In 
the Edinburgh Scotsman. Owing to 
the low volume of water in the rivers 
after the long drought, they have been 
enabled to see more easily the shells 
on the river bed, also to wade farther 
Into the water. These fresh water 
pearls are contained, not In oyster, 
but In pearl-mussel shells, which are 
to be found in several of the Scotch 
rivers and streams. 

The methods of fishing vary slight¬ 
ly. The fisher with whose method we 
are most familiar wears an angler’s 
hip boots and wades far Into the water. 
He carries In his hand a piece of cor¬ 
rugated iron, shaped much the same 


ed together in this way. After the 
fruit la shaped and cooled, It Is heated 
again—not to the melting point, but 
enough to give It a glossy finish, and 
cooled by dipping It In cold water. 
Either paper or millinery foliage Is 
used with both fruit and flowera and 
wire Is wound with green paper for 
the stems. 

Hoses carnations, cosmos and 
chrysanthemums are made of crepe 
paper with such fidelity to the natural 
flowers that it is hard to distinguish 
between them nt a little distance. The 
paper roses and carnations are some¬ 
times scented with the perfume of 
these blossoms, adding something to 
the pleasure they give. Making them 
Is fascinating work and they are so 
Inexpensive that every house may be 
brightened by them. Fruits are a little 
more difficult for the amateurs, but 
they are lasting and will repay the 
experiment and the small Investment 
In wire, paper, sealing wax and cotton. 
The baskets and vases of paper rope 
will require some instruction. It can 
be had where the materials are sold 
and without expense.
